It  was  a  year  that  I  will  never  forget.  Not  because  of  the  won- lost  record,  but  because 
of  ten  seniors  who  made  this  past  season  an  enjoyable  experience.  Winning  in  athletics  is 
always  important.  It's  one  of  the  main  objectives  in  any  athletic  contest.  But,  football  and 
coaching  involve  so  much  more  than  just  winning. 

Football  is  watching  a  handful  of  young  sophomores  mature  in  three  years  into  young  men. 
It's  watching  those  same  young  men  get  up  off  the  floor  each  week  to  come  back  and  try 
again  and  again.  It's  watching  a  season  of  expectation  begin  in  early  August  and  end  in 
violent  frustration  on  a  cold,  bleak  November  afternoon.  It's  watching,   striving,   hoping, 
and  coaching  for  victory  only  to  fail  each  succeeding  week. 

Failure  is  never  easy  to  accept  but  it  is  an  especially  difficult  task  for  the  senior  who, 
unlike  the  coach,  cannot  simply  say  "Wait  'till  next  year".  For  the  senior,   next  year  is 
now.  If  this  season  held  sadness  and  disappointment,   it  was  for  that  reason. 

It's  sad  but  true  that  too  often  in  our  society,  the  "scoreboard"  of  whatever  type,  is  the 
only  gauge  of  success.  But  to  truly  be  a  "winner"  involves  so  much  more  than  just  the 
final  score.  I've  had  the  privilege  this  past  season  of  helping  coach  a  group  of  seniors 
who  were  "winners"  every  week  regardless  of  the  final  score.  For  that  privilege,  I  sim- 
ply say  "Thank  you"  to  them.  I  don't  think  that  we  will  see  their  like  around  here  again 
for  quite  sometime.
